National Advertising 
Affects Valencia Prices 


Big Midsummer Returns Said to be Di­ 
rectly Due to Campaign in Large 
Periodicals—Fruit Bringing $3.50 to 
$4.00 Net to Grower. 


MRS. REED'S CONDITION 


IS VERY SERIOUS. 


Mrs. J . D. Reed, wife of Dr. Keod, 
has been very seriously ill, especially 
during the past five days. She lies in 
a semi-conscious condition at the resi­ 
dence on Badillo street. The son, Tom, 
who is taking a course at the University 
of California, was sent for, and arrived 
hero on Wednesday. No hope is ex- 
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cover. 


With the return of money from sev­ 
eral Valencia orange pools, which has 
been distributed in the Covina, Irwin- 
dale, and Charter Oak districts, there 
is distinctly a more cheerful feeling in 
the valley. Only about $30,000 has been 
distributed as yet, but the good not 
returns have made everyone fool better 
thaa has been the caso for something 
like three years. A turn for the better, 
with an indication that all conditions 
of business will got better, with an in­ 
dication that all conditions of business 
will get bettor and better in the next 
six months, is the way tho situation is 
looked upon. 


In the throe districts mentioned there 
aro about 100 acres of Valoncias yet to 
bo shipped. This is loss than fifty per 
cent of a normal crop, and will proba­ 
bly not bo moved until September, ow­ 
ing to the markot generally being bad 
in August. 


But there has ontoreri a new feature 
into the Valencia sales this year that 
is changing the midsummer 
market 
very materially. It is the handsome 
three-color advertising of tho Valencia 
orange in such magazines as tho Satur­ 
day Evening Post, the Ladies' Home 
Journal, the Woman's Home Compan­ 
ion, and other national monthly and 
weekly publications. All the exchange 
managers, together 
with tho eastern 
officials of the California Fruit Grow­ 
ers' Exchange, agree that tho big ad­ 
vertising campaign has hail a distinctly 
good effect on tho Valencia 
market. 
They 
figure 
that 
this advertising is 
directly responsible for tho high prices 
being received. Up until a fow days 
ago there have been as many cars of 
Valoncias on track and In the eastern 
markets- as hn* 
-

in crop. 
Ranchers have boon 
protty 
generally in a hurry to get tho fruit 
to markot, becauso of a pressing need 
for money. But tho prices have stnyed 
up better than in other years. An enor­ 
mous amount of green deciduous fruit 
was to bo found in every eastern mar­ 
ket this year, a crop that was reckoned 
to be twice as largo as ordinarily, and 
very cheap. This fruit came into direct 
competition 
with the .July and .rune 
Valoncias, but Valoncias remained in 
demand, and at a good price. Such a 
condition existing, and also in the face 
of the fact that times are very hard in 
the Kast, points to a direct result, of 
the heavy advertising campaign, in the 
estimation of shippers. It has had its 
effect also on thn retailers, who are In­ 
clined to push a product when it is be­ 
ing nationally advertised. 


There will probably not be much fruit 
shipped 
from the (Jovinn vnlley 
this 
month, in spite of the big prices being 
([noted. It is confidently felt that the 
fall prices will be good. One man in 
Covina 
whose Valencins 
would 
bring 
him from 11(1,000 to $17,000 if shipped 
now at present prices, has decided not 
to ship until September. The estimate 
of tho remaining fruit in Covina is 100 
cars, which at prevailing 
prices 
will 
not tho grower at thu rate of $1000 to 
the car. 


INOCULATION OF LEGUMINOUS 
COVER CROP SEED BENEFICIAL. 


The value of inoculating leguminous 
cover crop seed by tho pure culturo 
method is now receiving general recog­ 
nition. 


It is a well-known fact that the ni­ 
trogen-gathering 
bacteria 
necessary 
to tho growth of legumes (such as meli- 
lotus and vetch) add to the soil a quan­ 
tity of nitrogen socured from tho air 
cells in the ground. I t is, however, nec­ 
essary to havo present in the soil a 
largar quantity of bacteria than is gen­ 
erally found, and of sufficient strength 
to obtain the nitrogen from tho air. or 
tho cover crop will get most of its ni­ 
trogen from the ground itself, thus tak­ 
ing it from the trees when most needed 
by them. 


To avoid the latter condition tho 
United States government has rocom- 
mendod the inoculation of legutno seeds 
with pure cultures of nitrogon-gathoring 
bacteria, which insures additional ni- 
trogon at a smallor cost that it could, 
be obtained in any othor form. 


Figures recently compiled by various 
experiment stations show tho avorago 
yield of an inoculated logumo crop as 
122 pounds of nitrogen per aero, in ad­ 
dition to that usod by tho crop itsolf. 
The 
tremendous 
savtng is 
apparent 
when this is compared with tho oquivn- 
lent in. nitrogen in other forms. For 
example: 800 to 1000 pounds of nitrntn 
of soda or ton tons of mixed stablo 
munuro give about tho samo amount of 
nitrogen, and oithor would cost botwoon 
$20 and $30. Inoculation costs a triflo 
moro than a dollar an aero—a compar- 
isoa needing no comment. 


In addition to tho nitrogen feature, 
inoculation will .result in a 
quicker 
growth' of the plant, insuring a good 
stand before the winter months. I t al­ 
so incroasos tho root growth so that 
fertilizing dements la the sub-soil aro 
made avallablo for tho trees, and tho 
breaking up of the sub-soil by the roots 
is a feature worthy of consideration, us 
on some land trouble la experienced in 
gotting water down into tho ground.

terest story. For some time the barbers 
have charged 
thirty-five cents for a 
hair-cut and twenty cents for a shave 
when accompanied by a neck-snave. It 
has been said recently, in surrounding 
towns, that tho reason why the Covina 
barbers charged more for shaves than 
elsewhere, was because the faces of tho 
Covina people had boon longer than us­ 
ual ever since the freeze. Now that 
good times are again blessing the peo­ 
ple of the Covina valley, there is no 
longer any necessity for this 
oxtra 
charge. But whatever the reason for 
the change to old prices, the newspaper 
is glad to announce it.

One Year After. 


War has boon raging for a year. 
Almost every prophecy made 
in the beginning haw proved wrong. 
The war was to die out, a flicker 
of wrath, and instead of this it developed into an engulfing fire, 
threatening not merely to change the map of Europe but to destroy a 
civilization. 
It has b»'<-n horrid beyond all the dreams of the dreamers 
who Were mocked when they wrote of that which was to happen 
Human nature, gone back to realities, has cast aside the arts of de­ 
cency, and no longer makes pretense of being that which it is not. 
The souls of men have been bared, the latent savagery loosed. 
Love 
is forgotten, peace flouted, justice buffeted, and hatred'is inscribed 
on the standard under which fierce men gather to murder their fellows. 


It is possible to treat of the war only in general terms. 
The world 
knows that it, was started because of greed. 
It knows this from the 
fact that there was no reason advanced for it that was more than a 
wretched and shallow pretext. 
There was no quarrel that sanity 
could not have adjusted. 
There had been no obstacle in the way of 
steady progress along the lines of commerce; nothing to interfere with 
science, art, letters, the concomitants of culture. 
Nothing but a hand 
grasping a sword; nothing but a heart lusting for world power. As 
to the present conditions, little is known, the ignorance being due to 
an absurd censorship, that docs not deceive the enemy, but yet keeps 
the nations in ignorance. 
Clermany has had victories over the 
Ttussians, it would appear. 
How vital these may be, there fs no way 
of telling. 
It will be remembered that they were preceded by a series 
of Russian victories. 
England was said to be having difficulty in 
raising a million men. The statement is now made that this was ; 
part of the diplomatic intent to mislead, and that instead of strug 
gling to enlist a million, recruits were pouring in so that four millions 
have been gathered into a sea«oned army. 
Should this prove true 
England may be expected soon to take a more prominent station. As 
to the fighting, who knows'/ 
There would' be rumors that little 
Belgium was defending as long a line as the English, and then would 
come an appalling list of dead, including hundreds of English officers. 
Whole regiments of Canadians were effaced. 
These must have been 
somewhere in the zone of conflict. 


Germany was the only one of the powers prepared for war. 
It is 
able to supply its own munitions, and thus the cutting off of imports 
has not been fatal, as similar inhibition would have been to the allies. 
It is not to be denied that Germany has forfeited a large share of the 
sympathy that might have been held. 
Its active propaganda in this 
country was worse than a failure. 
Its treatment of Belgium is every­ 
where, but in Germany, regarded as a crime, and its sinking of the 
LuBitania was murder. 
Yet this country has remained neutral, and 
the realization is genoral, that refusal to permit the sale of munitions 
to the belligerents would be to array it on the side, of Germany. The 
country stands just as ready to allow sales to Germany. 
It picks no 
favorites, but stands by precedent and by the rules governing such 
conditions as the present. 


There is absolutely no sign of peace. 
It is not probable that any 
of the warring nations would listen to proposals of compromise, 'or 
for an instant tolerate the terms that would be named by the others. 
The victory will be final, or it will be no victory, but a truce. One 
side or the other is to be crushed, if there is anything to be learned 
from the sentiments that drift from the field of battle. 
This may 
require years—dreadful, costly, hideous years. 
The facts are somber 
beyond all words, but nothing is gained by refusal to face them.— 
Long Bench Telegram.

HAVE RELATIVES HERE. 


LOCAL JAPANESE 


MISSIONARY WORKERS. 


p i t 
-XJio fatal anjl spectacular wreck on 
Ji fJihe^felaiita Fe nearoFullerton on Wed- 
'aeadojjr'btought grief and worry to the 
Jk&r&ji of Mr; and Mrs..O..N. Benton of 
H^.ihis valley, their son, J. W. Benton, 
engineer of the wrecked train, being 
probably 
fatally 
injured. 
Conductor 
Forbes, who escaped with minor injur­ 
ies, is a brother of Mrs. F. M. Chap­ 
man, Jr., also of this city. 
<-r The wreck was caused by a single 
oil car filled with crude 
petroleum, 
loosened in some manner from a freight 
train at the Olinda oil fields about 10 
o'clock, and started on a wild, aban­ 
doned charge of death down the Bteep 
four-mile grade to the main line. 


Gathering fearful impetus as it went, 
the runaway tanker took the curve at 
Richfield junction at a sixty-five mile 
whirl) and then, 
swaying, charging, 
plunging with tremendous impact head- 
on into the rapidly oncoming train No. 
51, the San Fe San Bernardino local 
passenger, bound for Los Angeles. 


The terrific force of the collision tel­ 
escoped the oil car and the locomotive, 
knocked the end out of the tank, and 
sent a sheet of oil into the air, drench­ 
ing the entire three-car train. 
Then 
the fire from the fire-box of the wrecked 
engine ignited the oil, and in an in­ 
stant the two passenger coaches and 
the combination baggage and mail car 
were aflame from end to end, although 
the impact knocked the coaches fifty or 
one hundred feet back from the en­ 
gine. 


Passengers—fortunately the coaches 
were not heavily loaded—were thrown 
to the floor and over the backs of seats. 
By the time they had scrambled to 
their feet the sides of the cars were 
ablaze. The oil was spread over the 
sides of the cars, and in several places 
had been dashed through open win­ 
dows, and in a minute the flames were 
inside the coaches. 


Panic-stricken, the passengers rushed 
for the doors. Two of these had been 
jammed and could not be opened, and 
those who succeeded in reaching the 
vestibules could not open the traps to 
the steps. Then there was a rush to the 
windows. With hands and valises the 
glass was broken, and all were not able 
to get out until a number had been 
severely burned. Others had been bruis­ 
ed by the impact and still others were 
cut by glass. 


When 
the coaches 
were 
almost 
diurned to the trucks and the maimed 
Had been given first aid, the charred 
body of C. A. Phillips, the express 
messenger, whose home is in San BerV 
nardino, was discovered. 


Engineer J. W. Benton and Fireman 
H. R. Smith were both so severely in­ 
jured that they could not tell the story 
after the fateful wreck, but the facts 
made it plain that they had stuck to 
f;heir posts until the runaway car was 
literally upon them. 


It was first reported that Engineer 
Benton and Fireman Smith were dead, 
but they were picked up,'so covered 
with oil that they were hardly recogni­ 
zable. 


Conductor J. H. Forbes, Brakeman 
H. B. Patterson, and George W. Reece, 
another 8an£a Fe conductor, who hap­ 
pened to bo riding on the train, all of 
whom were uninjured, 
directed the 
escape of the panic-stricken passengers 
from the flaming coaches.
